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16.­Unsnap­the­top­portion­of­steering­ 
column shroud from bottom portion and lift 
up on top portion of shroud to access locks 
depression pin. 


17.­With­lock­in­“­On”­position­ 
depress on cylinder depression 
pin located at top portion of lock 
and­pull­outward­to­remove­lock. 


18.­Picture­of­ignition­lock.­Tumbles:­7 
/ Positions: 2-8. 
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19. Door Lock 
Removal.­Tumblers:­ 
6 / Tumbler 
Positions: 2-7. 


20.­Door­Panel­Removal:­Door­panel­removal­ 
is­necessary­to­service­door­lock­and/or­ 
linkage.

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22.­At­door­latch­release,­remove­screw­ 
access cap and 1 (T-30) screw. 


23. Carefully pull upward on power 
window unit and disconnect wire 
plugs. 


24.­Remove­trim­from­pull­handle­portion­of­arm­ 
rest.­Remove­the­2­(T-30)­screws. 
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25.­Remove­ 
1 (T-30) door 
panel screw 
under power 
window 
assembly. 


26.­Remove­3­(P-2)­screws­around­door­ 
panel­edge. 


27.­Use­the­HPC­No.AST-4­Clip­Removal­Tool­to­remove­door­ 
panel from door. 
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28. Reach between 
panel and door body 
to­disconnect­lever­ 
cable­linkage­and­ 
disconnect power 
door­lock­plug. 


29.­Remove­1­(T-25)­lock/handle­escution­ 
screw­through­access­hole­in­door­body. 


30. Pull outward on door handle, then 
pull outward on lock/handle escution 
to­remove. 
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31. The door lock cylinder snaps in the interior 
portion­of­the­door­handle­assembly.­Using­an­awl­ 
carefully­pull­back­on­the­housings­snap­clip­to­ 
remove­lock­cylinder. 


32.­To­service­the­door­lock,­ 
remove­the­spring­on­the­rear­of­ 
the­lock.­Remove­the­plastic­snap­ 
on­face­cap.­Remove­the­shutter­ 
and­2­small­shutter­springs.­
